RACING COMMENT. 



Daily Racing Form’s correspondents were 
happy in selecting winners Saturday. At New 
Orleans our man picked four winners, two sec- 
onds, and two thirds ; at Little Rock, four win- 
ners, three place horses, and one third were 
named; and at San Francisco, two winners; 
three place horses, and one third were selected. 
The season, too, is young, and its form lines 
dim. 



Daily Racing Form has sent a staff of ex- 
perts to Memphis to make form for the new 
Memphis Jockey Club and its bookmakers dur- 
ing the meeiing, which begins next Saturday and 
runs fifteen days. Our form charts will be offi- 
cial. Y\ e have also been selected to maks the 
form on all the Indiana tracks during the sea- 
son which begins April 15 and runs 183 days, or 
until November 15. Pirates were at work at 
Lakeside last spring. They made form and sold 
it under false colors. This year no such parties 
will be tolerated. A special officer will see that 
guerillas are less busy. 

Daily Racing Form will establish an office 
in the center of the Indiana tracks 'this season. 
It will be the suburban home of the paper and 
in sharp touch with the editorial office. All the 
news of the tracks will be given each morning. 
A special effort will be made to tell the news of 
the work and the condition of the horses to per- 
form the afternoon of the day of publication. 

Form sheets reflect the men who make them. 
This season we shall use only men of the best 
class to do the work. An expert who is never 
out of the ring while betting is on, will quote 
our prices. Another expert will look after work 
at the tracks and there will be men at the post 
and other points of critical action to tell what 
is done there. Bookmakers have always been 
overcharged for routine Information. This year 
Daily Racing Form will sharpen the service 
and decrease the price to little more than bare 
cost, as a mere business proposition. 

Daily Racing Form’s valued Associate Edi- 
tor, Martin Nathanson, will preside at all the 
Indiana tracks. Harry Kuhl, the high-class 
secretary of Hawthorne, so well known and 
esteemed by horsemen, will be his associate. 
There s competence of general range, force and 
social quality in the pair. An intelligent ad- 
ministration is thus assured. It will be temper- 
ate, too. But when the rod is needed, the rod 
will be applied. Mr. Nathenson’s work at Bay 
District this winter has been keen and intelli- 
gent. An almost closing triumph for him was 
the race for the $7,500 Burns Handicap last 
Saturday. Three horses finished scant heads 
apart, and the winner, Wheel of Fortune, was 
quoted at 30 to 1 by the ring, the second horse, 
Lovedal, was heavily backed, and the favorite, 
Crescendo, was third. That’s what I call a per- 
sonal triumph for a handicapper. Nathanson 
assigned the weights.

After the race McGuigan 
offered C. T. Patterson, her owner, $1,500 for the 
filly, which was refused. She is not a big filly, 
but has a wonderful burst of speed and is ex- 
tremely game. 

Treopia, John Rodegap’s colt, who won the 
first race is a fine looker, but a slow beginner. 

It was a dark, cloudy day and not over 500 
people were at the track. 

Riley Grannou lost quite a bunch of money on 
Kirk, but beat the Suisun race for more. The 
racing was featureless. Four books are on.
